Dr. Bailer Make* a Careful Examina- 


tion of Mauacbtwcct* Cuttle. 


Dr. GeorgeH. Bailey,State Veterinarian, 


arrived in the city Saturday, on a prbfes- 
sioqal business trip. During tlie past.two 
weeks Dr. Bailey has been in Massachu- 
setts examining the cattle with a view to 
proving conclusively thfi greal extent to 
which tuberculosis exist* among the cat- 
tle in that State. The'recent action of 
thetMaine Board of Cattle Commissioners 
in causiug a quarantine (o be established 
against Massachusetts cattle, owing to the 
prevalence of tuberculosis among tliem.^ 
was soon followed by thb New Hampshire', 
authorities, who had fpuntl came to be » 
alarmed at the extent to which ihe 'lisease 
was being introduced t'irough ihe cattle 
which came from Massachusetts. 


A iwculiar circumstance regarding the 


matter is the iact tha. while'the Massa- 
chusetts commissioners for years past have 
in their annual reports: been -calling at- 
tention to tlie great prevalence of the di*-. 
ease in that State, it is now denied then" 
"that tuberculosis exists except in a com- 
paratively few cases. Dr. Bailey, through 
his own investigations recently ha- found 
that there has been no exaggeration con- 
cerning the extent of the disease.
